IMPORTANT INTERVIEW. 

"Tha Paris correspondent of the’ Staudard, 
writing winder date of the 18th December sends 
the following interesting article to‘that news- 

"The. telegraphic. announgement received here 
from London that Sir Theodore Angier, of the. 
shipping firm .of Messrs. Angier Brothers, had 
declared that, the plans are complete for a 
second Canal accross the Isthmus of Suez, and 
that the contractors are ready to.commence its. 
construction, was calculated to mislead the 


general public into the belief that such a second |: 


Canal would really be cut without delay, un- 
‘less to use the words of the despatch, “British 
-caigo -vessels ‘received ‘fairer-treatment at the 
hands of. the, present Uanal Company.” 

Bafore, referring to,tha grievances of cartain 
shipowners, it is. right to point out that:the 
Suez. -Canal | Company possesses 8 monopoly 
which willsnat expire till the Canal; at the end 
of ita concession in about saventy years, passes 
into, the possession of ..the Ezyptian Govern- 
ment. It is,.0f course, possible that. the present 
Canal Company ‘should, through violation of 
its concession, be pronounced to have forfeited; 
its monopoly; but. at the present. time. the 
complaints do not.go-s0.far-as that. 

It is probable that if the present Company, 
tailed to keep its engagements, the Egyptian 
Government would quash its monopoly, and 
perhaps grant another concession to a new 
company ; but, the British Goverament, which 
possesses no fewer than 176,000 of the Suez 
Canal Shares, and has its representatives on the 
Board of Directors, has formulated no com- 
plaint. against, the management of the enterprise 
which produces for it a sufficiently large ravanue 
to be of. appreciable value to the Baglish 
Treasury. : 

If the Canal were mismanaged, the Britigh 
Government, as the.Jargest shareholder, would 
certainly be the first to complain; but uuder 
present eircumstances its representatives sre 
in perfect.accord with the president and other 
members. of the board of directors, so that it 
is scarcely likely to advise the Khedive to’ 
grant a capcession for a second Canal. 

Even supposing the concession were granted 
by the Egyptian. Government, there would 
still remain the question of the Sovereignty 
of the Sultan, and of the validity of that con- 
cession without the ratification .of the Porte. 
It is, therefore, clear that if the plans for the 
cutting of a second Canal are already prepared, 
the moment has not.yet. come when the con 
tractors can commence their work. 

Witl regard to the Canal dues charged on 
the spaces on-deck capable. of being wtilised 
for cargo, M. Bonnet, the: general secretary 
of the Company, assured me to-day that the 
regulations for the measurement.of those deck 
spaces were in complete accord with the deci- 
sions of the Constantinople Conference, and 
that, moreover, the Board of Trade approved 
fhem. Certain spaces on deck available for 
cargo were still exempt, and were only taxed 
for the payment of Canal dues after it had 
‘been demonstrated beyond doubt by the ship- 
owner himself that they were destined to be ac- 
cupied with cargo by. cargobeing found in them. 

__After.a vessel:has once presented itself in ‘the 
Canal with cargo in such. previously-exempted 
spaces, those spaces are for the future.always 
included in the tonnage on which the Cayal 
tolls are calculated. 

After reading the interview with Sir Theo- 
dore Angier, published in Zhe Standard 
of Saturday, I called again on M. Bonnet, who 
‘is‘leaving for Bgypt:on Tuesday with Prince 
Arenberg. » Their visit toithe Isthmus is in 
no way connected-with the present agitation 
in fayour of constructing an opposition:canal, 
‘but is simply the annual visit of inspection al- 
ways made by the.President of the Suez Canal 
Company. 

Sir Fheedore Angier (as reported in your 
issue of December 16) said to your.represanta- 
tive :—“We defeated Mr. Gladstone’s assump. 
tion of a monopolist right, and he had to con- 
fess that he-was wrong. We got anew con- 
‘cession.” 

“Both these statements, ” said M. Bonnet to 
me to-day, “are absolutely incorrect. Mr. 
Gladstone never contested the Company’s 
monopoly,.and no. concession was. ever.granted 
for a second Canal. ’ | 

The exclusive character of the Suez Canal 
Company’s,concession is unqlestionable, espe- 


cially as.no.one;contests that. the Capal now | 


completely answers the requirements of the 
shipping using it, ~ Sir Theodore Angier com- 
‘plains:thaf:the |Suez Canal ‘Company: has in

A SATISFACTORY YEAR. 


THE CAPITAL INCREASED. 


The ordinary general meeting of the Egyp- 
tian Delta, Light Railways, Limited, was held 
at Londo on the 20th ulto. Sir.A. Colvin 
(chairman of the company) presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. F. J. Horne) read the 
notice convening the meeting. 

The Chairman: Gentlemen, you will, [ 
presume, as usual, take the report as read. It 
is with much pleasure that we place in your 
hands such a satisfactory ‘account of the past 

eat, the results achieved having been, as you 
excellent. And this notwithstandin, 
that the oattle plague prevailed 
out the year, and that no mouleds or 
8 fairs were held. Whilst the increased 

mileage worked has been less than 
one-third per cent., the increase in the gross 
receipts bas been £30,483 on a total of 
4 ‘91 for 1903, or 23 per cent. Towards 
this our passenger trafic has contributed 
£14,389—nearly one-half—the numbers carried 
ne up by 841,715 on a former total of 
88, or nearly 23 percent. The goods 
traffic also was good, the receipts having 
gone up by £1 , oF over 20 per cent., the 
tons lifted showing s very large increase of 
274,167 tons on a former total of 471,530. But 
of this 195,198 tons were for a special traffic in 
earth for reclaiming land by filling. This is 
entered under the head ot “Manure,” and ac- 
counts for the very. large apparent increase 
‘under, that head. ‘The increase, therefore, 
under goods proper is some 79,000 tons—say, 
17 per cent.—there being an increase under 
nearly every important item. There was a good 
cotton crop, and we carried 25,326 tons 
more, making a total of 136,375 tons \of 
cotton moved, mostly Joose, on a total last 
year of 111,049. The through bookings with 
the State Railway is steadily increasing, and 
this year amounted to 112,500 tons. The 
stone traffic at the El-Mounir and Abou Zabel 
quarries has made a fair start, and amounted 
to 8,667 tons, and as the condition of the 
country improves—the improvement year by 
year is very notable—be:ter houses will be 
erected and more stone required for building 
them, so that we look for a steady develop- 
ment of this traffic to find employment for 
our goods stock in the slack season. In some 
very interesting articles in Zhe Times last 
year on American railways and their working, 
it was stated that one of the principal 
freight agents of an important American 
system, on being asked what would be the 
charges for the carriage of some 15-ton lots 
8 distance of 85 miles, replied —“Oh, wo 
don’t worry ourselves about such business 
as that. We must carry most of our freight 
an average of 50 miles at least before we 
can consider that we have paid — expenses. 
I would rather carry from ten to forty tons 
of freight a distance of 1,500 miles for half 
a cent per ton per mile than I. would carry 
it fifty miles for five cents per ton per mile.” 
We think our staff, therefore, deserve credit 
for the results achieved, when I tell you that 
the average lead of all our goods traffic is only 
twelve miles, with comparatively few consign- 
ments as large as 15 tons. We had about 
300 miles of telegraph open atthe end of 
the year, and earned £1,088, against an ex- 
penditure of £479. There is not much money 
in it, but it is a great convenience to our 
customers and in train working. Sundriés 
also show a good increase of £4,510, due to 
hire of rolling stock for construction purposes, 
snd to profits realised for the sale of reclaimed 
land. Ak regards our working charges, whilst 
the gross receipts have gone up by £30,483, 
of this increase only £8,857 has been spent on 
extra working, and this mainly on the addi- 
tional train mileage entailed by the growth 
of the passenger and goods traffic. This brings 
our ratio of working down to the satisfactory 
figure of 55.94 per cent. against 62.12 last 
year. We trast that the traffic will’ steadily 
increase, and enable us to put this figure even 
somewhat lower; but on the other hand, we 
smnst remind you that as thé line grows older 
the charges for maintenance and renewal of 
perinanent way and rolling stock must increase. 
Well, gentlemen, when after meeting 
all charges for Debentare interest, putting by 
the sum of £11,046 for the sinking fund, 
and £2,834 for. reserve, or « total of 
£13,880, equivalent to 1.8 per cent. on the 
Preference capital—although’ a considerable 


portion of that capital was unproductive, earried 


owing to delays in getting-ssnction for works, 


in obtaining possession of land required, and) by Mr. Montagu

Since the report was issued we have heard 
that Government have given consent to 
tho fasion of the Helouan Railway with that 
owned by the Delta Company, which has now 
been taken over and worked by us. As pointed 
out in the report, the concession for the Cairo 
Quarry lines has been completed, and we have 
| now started work on them. For the reasons 
|given in the report we have not during the 
| year made as much progress as wo could bave 
| wished with our extensions, having only opened 
some 17 miles ; since September 30th 6 miles 
; more have been opened ‘I'he concession of the 
| Province of Menoufieh is still delayed, pending 
the completion, presumably, of Government 
formalities, although we have done what 
|we could during the past year to bring 
the matter to a close. We have also, sur- 
veyed some 130 miles of line, and carried 
out some improvements in the way of 
better stations, conversion of flag stations 
into permanent stations, lengthening of sidings, 
and such-like work necessitated by the growth 
of the traffic. Altogether we have expended 
some £141,000, of which £47,611 bas been 
spent on rolling stock, we having put on the
